Information has been received under date of October 18, 1921, 
showing the origin and progress of epidemic plague in the island of 
Java from 1910 to 1921. 

Beginning in the latter part of the year 1910, in the eastern part 
of the island, the epidemic of plague is stated to have reached its 
crisis in 1913 and 1914, declining, after 1914 in the eastern residencies 
and extending into ilie central portions of the island. The harbors 
of Surabaya and Samarang were declared infected with plague from 
1912 to 1916. About July 1920, plague was reported in Batavia in 
sporadic form. The number of cases reported for the island of 
Java and the neighboring island of Madoera during the period 1911 
to 1921 is as follows:
